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Cities decry EDS-Sunoco settlement

An appeal once thought to be the last best 
hope for stopping activity at the Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS) waste injection well 
now appears to be a vehicle for the com¬ 
plainant to use the well it once sought to elimi¬ 
nate, according to attorneys that represent the 
City of Romulus. 

Officials in Romulus and other municipali¬ 
ties are furious that Sunoco Oil - which oper¬ 
ates a facility near the well - has entered into 
negotiations to settle an appeal it filed with the 
State of Michigan last year to try stop EDS from 
accepting waste at the well site on Citrin Road 
near 1-94, according to Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert 

The settlement would allow Sunoco to dis¬ 
pose of waste in the EDS wells, according to 
persons familiar with the case. 

The oil company filed the appeal of the 
hazardous liquid license - which was joined 
by the city - under the guise of protecting the 
overall environment in Romulus. 

Now, city officials said the oil company has 
turned on them. 

“It was the most disappointing thing I’ve 
heard in a long time,” said Mayor Alan 
Lambert “We met with them to discuss the 


community as long as I can 
remember. We deserved 
better than this.

well - and they expressed their concerns - 
that’s why we joined their lawsuit I’ve tried to 
reach them by phone, and they won’t even 
return my calls.” 

The deep injection wells have been contro¬ 
versial since the early 1990s, and fighting their 
existence has cost Romulus residents about $1 
million in legal fees. Collectively, the cities of 
Romulus and Taylor have spent an additional 
$200,000 to partially bankroll the Sunoco law¬ 
suit with the assurance that they would not 
support any aspect of the well, Lambert said. 

“We still have another legal challenge to 
this, but in all honesty, this was a huge blow,” 
Lambert said. “The people of Romulus have 
been betrayed. There’s just no way around 
that” 

Sunoco Oil operates a liquid petroleum 
facility near the wells in Taylor. They original¬ 
ly sued in Wayne County Circuit Court to halt 


EDS’ activities claiming the noxious nature of 
the substances injected into wells placed 4,500 
below ground could create an environmental 
hazard due to their proximity to the wells. 

However, Neil Silver, an attorney retained 
by the cities of Taylor and Romulus to fight 
the well, said the settlement was filed last 
Thursday and that the city has no say in the 
outcome. 

“The city joined the appeals process filed by 
Sunoco as an interested party,” he said. “We 
weren’t sure this was the strongest possible 
legal argument against the wells, but it’s some¬ 
thing we supported them oa As an intervening 
part, we have no legal say in the settlement” 

Grand Rapids attorney Dustin Ordway, who 
represented Sunoco in the case, did not return 
calls seeking comment Tuesday. Representa¬ 
tives from EDS also did not return calls seek¬ 
ing comment about the issue. 

EDS representatives have repeatedly told 
residents that the wells are safe, and the com¬ 
pany has a solid record for safety in Michigan. 

Lambert said the city is looking into the pos¬ 
sibility of suing Sunoco for the payments the 
cities made to help the oil company fight EDS. 

“I think the fight against the well is ongo¬ 
ing,” he said. “I don’t want to say it’s over yet”

A year later; EQ chemical plant debate still bums

A year after an explosion 
that displaced 2,000 residents of 
Wayne and Romulus, opera¬ 
tions at the plant where the 
blast occurred have returned to 
normal. 

The fire that erupted at the 
EQ Resource Recovery plant 
on Van Bom Road near Wayne 
in the evening hours of 
Tuesday, Aug 9, 2005 destroyed 
nearly all of the plant and 
threw black dust onto area 
homes and businesses. 

Today, few reminders of the 
fire are visible at the site, and 


truncated operations have con¬ 
tinued at the plant, according to 
Bob Doyle, a spokesman for the 
Wayne-based company. 

‘The layout of the facility is 
different than it was, and not as 
many chemicals are stored 
there as there once was,” he 
said. “We are working on restor¬ 
ing our flammable liquid recy¬ 
cling operations in 2007.” 

Currently, the main fluid 
remediated at the facility is air¬ 
craft de-icer, Doyle said. 

The facility, which stored 
chemicals in 12 aboveground 
storage tanks, has positioned 
the tanks further apart from 
each other so chemicals don’t 


inadvertently come into contact 
with one another, Doyle said. 

He added that studies per¬ 
formed by the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency and 
the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality found 
that the level of toxins in the air 
after the explosion were at 
near-infinitesimal levels, and 
that the company was not fined 
or reprimanded by either 
agency 

Still, not everyone was over¬ 
joyed to see EQ back in busi¬ 
ness. 

“We tried to stop them from 
building there again, but legally, 
we couldn’t do it,” said

“They’ve done some things that 
I think make it safer, though. 
The whole facility is farther off 
the road than it was, and it’s 
configured differently. I don’t 
think any of us, including (EQ), 
want to see this sort of thing 
happen agaia” 

Lawsuits filed on behalf of 
residents in the affected area 
add up to 2,000 complaints, and 
a judge could give the cases 
class-action status, said 
Elizabeth Thomson, an attorney 
who represents about 200 resi¬ 
dents. The lawsuits are asking

A new fire chief in Van Buren 
Township has been hired. 

Mark Nicholai, a former fire 
commander in Pittsfield Town¬ 
ship, will bring his more than 22 
years of experience to Van Buren 
Township after the board of 
trustees approved the hire last 
week 

According to Jerry Champagne, 
director of public safety for the 
township, it was clear at the con¬ 
clusion of the interview process, 
Nicholai was the top candidate. 

The township received 36 
resumes from candidates inside 
and outside of Michigan. Each 
resume was prescreened and 
from there, seven candidates 


were chosen for the interview 
process, Champagne said. 

Nicholai, 40, was employed as 
a senior paramedic with the 
Huron Valley Ambulance before 
working his way up through the 
ranks as a firefighter to his even¬ 
tual promotion to commander. He 
is also widely recognized as an 
established trainer and instructor 
at the Washtenaw County Urban 
Search and Rescue Team that ser¬ 
vices Van Buren Township, too, 
officials said. 

The township has been with¬ 
out a fire chief since February. A1 
Smolen, former fire chief and 
deputy director of public safety, 
resigned after more than 14 years 
with Van Buren Township to pur¬ 
sue new opportunities in teach¬ 
ing. 


Officials also approved the 
design and construction contracts 
of fire station one-a 12,570 square- 
foot station located on the north¬ 
east comer of Sumpter and Hull 
roads. 

Bryce Kelley, director of plan¬ 
ning and economic development 
for the township, said careful 
attention has been paid to the 
commitment of the premier com¬ 


munity image in the design of the 
fire station. 

“Red brick sitting on a comple¬ 
mentary decorative concrete 
block wrap the entire exterior 
walls and a clock tower, which 
houses the interior hose drying 
area, is located at the southwest 
comer of the facility,” he said. “A 
dramatic curved wall faces 
Sumpter Road and this feature 


will also be carried throughout 
the design in the arches over the 
bay and entry doors.” 

Other aspects include several 
smaller hip roof features over the 1 
building extensions, covered resi¬ 
dential style asphalt shingles, full- !> 
glass overhead bay doors and 
other fire safety functions. 

The building will also be used 
for a voting precinct, a safe harbor 
facility for residents during severe 
storm events and limited meeting 
space. 

It will cost $3.7 million, which 
will be funded through a bond 
sale and other township funds. 

Fire station two, located on 
Belleville Road just south of 
Ecorse Road, should be complete 
within the next few weeks, | 
according to officials. 


Schools expect good grades on annual ‘report cards’

Michigan school report cards 
aren’t in, but preliminary scores 
indicate that the Van Buren 
Public School District did make 
the grade this year. 

According to preliminary 
results of the Education Yes 
grades the Van Buren Public 
School District met Adequate 
Yearly Progress (AYP) require¬ 
ments in the 2005-2006 school year, 
except for the Alternative 
Education program. The program 


will not get a grade this year 
because it is a new school, accord¬ 
ing to Ray Gross, director of 
instruction for the Van Buren 
Public School District 

Gross said district officials are, 
however, anticipating the scores to 
be released sooa 

“The bottom line is they are 
legally obligated to have the 
scores before the start of the 
school year,” he said. “We’re look¬ 
ing to see what caused the score, 
why it happened and what we can 
do about it” 

Martin Ackley, spokesperson 


for the Michigan Department of 
Education said the scores will be 
released to the public either today 
or tomorrow. 

Adequate Yearly Progress, 
which measures student year-to- 
year achievement on the Michigan 
Educational Assessment Program 
(MEAP) test, is part of the federal 
No Child Left Behind Act Each 
school district is required to reach 
the target achievement goal and 
must raise the bar in gradual 
increments so 100 percent of the 
students in the state are proficient 
on a state assessment by the 2013- 


2014 school year, according the 
Michigan Department of 
Educatioa 

This year, the results also come 
at a time where Michigan is 
changing the system and new cri¬ 
teria could be a factor 

The high school MEAP test 
could become the Michigan Merit 
Exam in spring of2007, if federally 
approved. It will combine the ACL 
Work Keys and MEAP test 

MEAP scores for the Belleville 
High School Class of 2006 saw a 
downward spiral in math, reading 
and science, but an increase in 


writing and social studies. School 
officials said they are already 
working to improve those results 
by restructuring the high school 
and increasing graduation 
requirements, which started well 
before the state mandated 
changes came about 

Gross said the district is look¬ 
ing at the best ways to increase 
AYP scores. 

“A grade ‘C’ is satisfactory, but 
you always want to do better—an 
‘A or a ‘B’,” he said. ‘We will strive 
to do that, but a ‘C’ is still satisfac¬ 
tory.”

The cities of Wayne and 
Romulus have completed the 
reimbursement process for over¬ 
time and emergency manage¬ 
ment of a chemical fire that shut¬ 
tered a portion of both cities last 
year. 

Tim McCurley, the financial 
director for the City of Wayne, 
said that the city was reimbursed 
for $60,000 in expenses incurred 
to help quell the fire at EQ 
Resource Recovery, which is 
located on Van Born Road in 
Romulus, near the border of the 
two municipalities. 

“The process is complete now, 
and we went through (the city of) 
Romulus for reimbursement,” he 
said. “That city worked with EQ 
on reimbursement, and we went 
through them.” 


Romulus will likely be reim¬ 
bursed by EQ in the amount of 
$423,000 for costs incurred as 
part of the effort to quell the 
chemical blaze, and the months- 
long investigation into the cause 
of the fire, said Financial 
Director Debra Hoffman. She 
added that $13,600 of that 
amount was still outstanding. 

“We had some bills come in 
after the first, initial billing,” she 
said. “We have a small discrepan¬ 
cy, and we’re trying to iron that 
out (with EQ).” 

Environmental Quality (EQ) - 
a company that remediates haz¬ 
ardous liquids in aboveground 
storage units - went up in smoke 
on Aug 9, 2005, after hazardous 
chemicals somehow intermin¬ 
gled and exploded. The company 
was not cited by either the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality or the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency - both of which conduct¬ 
ed an investigation into the inci¬ 
dent at the facility. 

When the blast took place, sev¬ 
eral other municipal police and 
fire agencies assisted the 
Romulus and Wayne depart¬ 
ments, and all of them can apply 
for reimbursement of expenses. 

Robert Doyle, a spokesman 
for Wayne-based EQ, declined to 
disclose how much money was 
reimbursed to local government 
units or how much it cost to 
rebuild the facility. He said the 


company is privately owned, and 
is not obligated to release such 
information. 

Reimbursement for residents 
of the mile-wide area that was 
evacuated was dealt with for 
months after the fire, and is still 
being resolved through the court 
system. 

Hundreds of court cases were 
filed by angry residents after the 
fire. Some attorneys represent¬ 
ing displaced residents advised 
them to appeal their tax bills to 
compensate for the losing the use 


of their homes, but representa¬ 
tives from Romulus and Wayne 
have said that hasn’t really mate¬ 
rialized. 

“The assessment is still the 
same on the homes in the EQ 
area,” said McCurley. 

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
said municipalities shouldn’t suf¬ 
fer a loss in revenue because of 
the fire. 

“Any reimbursement should 
be provided by EQ, not the city,” 
he said. 

Doyle said requests from resi¬ 
dents were reviewed for possible 
reimbursement by the firm’s 
insurance company. 

“We looked at those, and some 
of those were taken care of)” he 
said. “We told residents they 
could send us hotel bills and we 
set up a toll-free help line. Some 
(reimbursement) issues are still 
in court, and I can’t comment on 
pending litigatioa”

The mayor said he’s shocked 
at the turn of events, however. 

“Sunoco has been in this com¬ 
munity as long as I can remem¬ 
ber,” he said.

Silver said the city still has its 
main lawsuit against the State of 
Michigan and EDS that could halt 


operations at the well site. He 
said the two parties will go back 
to Wayne Counly Circuit Court on 
Oct 20 in that case.

Emergency plans remain same after fire

The EQ fire that stunned the 
cities of Wayne and Romulus a 
year ago this month is the kind of 
event emergency personnel will 
not likely forget 

The explosion that rocked the 
chemical plant was the first test of 
the newly-full time Romulus Fire 
Department and for the Wayne 
Fire Department Aug 9 brought 
the realization of months - and 
sometimes years -of training 
Mel Moore, the deputy fire 
chief of Wayne, said that the way 
emergencies are handled in the 
city was not significantly changed 
as a result of the fire. 

“We participate in ongoing 
training for things like this,” he 
said. “We have a plan that was 
immediately implemented, and 
everything came out more or less 


as expected. All of the members 
of our department have been the 
recipients of training that helps 
them when something like this 
happens.” 

In Romulus, where the depart¬ 
ment had been staffed by volun¬ 
teers, the explosion was the first 
big industrial fire to occur in 
many years. The only larger fire 
occurred when a Northwest air¬ 
liner crashed at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, and fire¬ 
fighters employed by the airport 
were the first responders in that 
case. 

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
said he’s pleased with the fire 
department handling of the fire 
and that, though some elected 
officials in the city did not see the 
need for a full-time firefighting 
staff, creating the department was 
the right thing to do. 

“I can’t imagine trying to do 


something like this with a volun¬ 
teer department,” he said. “We 
have several industrial compa¬ 
nies and an airport ... this was 
the type of thing that justifies hav¬ 
ing one” 

Romulus Fire Chief David 
Allison was unavailable for com¬ 
ment for this story. 

Lambert agreed with Moore 
that the way the city responds to 
emergencies has not changed. He 
says the memories of the fire and 
what happened afterward is 
etched in the memories of those 
who observed it first hand, how¬ 
ever 

“It’s not the kind of thing you 
want to see happen again, that’s 
for sure,” he said. 

During the fire, mutual aid 
agreements between fire depart¬ 
ments were in force and about 20 
companies helped control the 
blaze, Moore said. 


Students will get college credit

The brightest of Romulus 
High School students are getting 
kudos from district officials after 
scores for advanced placement 
credit were released. 

Advanced placement courses 
- once only available in elite dis¬ 
tricts - are commonplace in high 
schools, which tout the classes as 
an easy way to earn college cred¬ 
it 

Many parents don’t realize 
that for two- and four-year col¬ 
leges to honor the credits, the 
grades must be top notch, and a 
test given at the end of the school 
year must also indicate a mas¬ 


tery of a given subject 

Forty-four high school seniors 
took the test, given nationally, 
and 52 percent of those were 
completed it successfully, said 
Tom Dolan, the curriculum 
director for the Romulus 
Community Schools. 

“This represents a significant 
improvement over the past 
years,” he said. 

The students, according to dis¬ 
trict figures, took 63 individual 
tests this year. The tests were 
given to students in the spring 
before the school year ended. 
The exams covered a variety of 
coursework required at the high 
school and college levels, includ¬ 
ing English, government, biology 


and United States history, and 
electives like calculus and psy¬ 
chology. 

Advanced placement classes 
are more popular than ever with 
students because students can 
address two things they want to 
preserve: time and money, said 
Dan Hurst, the principal of 
Romulus High School. 

“Students and their parents 
are often concerned about pass¬ 
ing these advanced placement 
national tests because the college 
credits they earn can result in 
significant future educational 
cost savings,” he said. “We 
encourage our students to maxi¬ 
mize their educational experi¬ 
ences.”

EQ to compensate evacuees for 
clean-up costs, motel stays and 
other costs incurred as a result of 
soot that blanketed several area 
homes. 

“We’re in a facilitation process 


with (EQ) to see if we can come 
up with a solution,” she said. “If 
we don’t, we’ll keep litigating the 
case.” 

A judge is expected to rule 
whether the cases Thomson is 
handling can be given class- 
action status, she added. 


The permitting process EQ 
would have to participate in as 
part of its application to store 
and treat flammable liquids 
includes a public hearing 
process that gives residents an 
opportunity to air their concerns, 
Doyle said.

Subtle changes 
are good signs 

On paper, ordinance amendments aren’t all that flashy. 

Enforced effectively, though, they can have a significant impact on 
the quality of life in a community—or, as in the case of the changes 
made by the Wayne City Council recently, its appearance. 

The council approved some subtle changes last week to ordi¬ 
nances designed to help fight the age-old problem in Wayne: blight 

One of those was aimed at commercial areas and the other, resi¬ 
dential. Both were geared toward fences and landscaping. 

The change in the commercial blight ordinance gives city inspec¬ 
tors the ability to site business owners for dead or decaying landscap¬ 
ing. It sounds like a minor change and it might be, but it’s still an 
important one. It’s easy to find a few examples of the problem: shrubs 
or flowers that were planted as requirements of the site plan approval 
process and then left to fend for themselves. The city didn’t have any 
practical way to deal with the situation until now. And let’s face it: it 
doesn’t matter how nice a building or bit of streetscape looks if it’s 
bordered by dead bushes. 

The other changes are geared toward fences in both commercial 
and residential areas that are either not completed or left to fall into 
ruia These, too, are easy to spot—limp barriers overgrown with vines, 
slowly giving way to nature—and they are also a red flag for potential 
developers and home buyers alike. 

Some may argue that city officials may have better things to do 
with their time, given the nature of the economy and the overall state 
of the community. We think these subtle changes are important, 
though: they keep the City of Wayne on the forefront of the fight 
against blight, gives them other practical tools to combat the issue and 
will help clean up the city a parcel at a time. 

Looking to the future, staying ahead of the curve and trying to 
clean up the community are always good things. 

A slippery business, indeed 

Talk about dumped oa 

Obviously, the $1 million profit they generate every hour is such a 
slim margin, it was necessary for business executives from Sunoco to 
dupe unsuspecting taxpayers into funding a lawsuit for them to the 
tune of $150,000 to $200,000. 

Yep. A million bucks an hour. And they came and took about 
$200,000 more out of taxpayers’ pockets. 

Let’s face it With state cutbacks in shared revenue, the lack of finan¬ 
cial aid from our federal government and the dire condition of our 
economy, there isn’t a municipality in the state that has money to 
donate to help an oil company pay legal fees. 

Unfortunately, that’s exactly what happened to the people in 
Romulus. They were manipulated into urging their city leaders to help 
Sunoco fund a lawsuit against Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS), 
a Birmingham-based company that disposes of toxic waste in deep 
injection wells. 

Romulus officials and residents had been fighting against these 
wells for more than a decade, fearing that the process was unsafe and 
might impact groundwater When every federal and state agency that 
could be involved completed every test possible and found the process 
and the wells safe, and all the permits valid, the city was ready to reluc¬ 
tantly accept defeat 

Then along came Sunoco executives with a claim that EDS using the 
rock formations 4,500 feet below ground might impact some of the toxic

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Slow these fools down 


Last week I saw evidence that I’m not just turn¬ 
ing into a bitter, cranky old man. 

Imagine my relief when a couple of fellow 
Wayne residents came to the city council meeting 
to complain about something that we should all 
take notice of: speeders in our subdivisions. I 
thought it was just me—and the angry elderly man 
who lives on the comer 

I thought recently it was just an extenuation of 
the change I noticed in myself since I moved into 
my first house about three years ago. All of a sud¬ 
den, I started to take umbrage at the people who 
parked in front of my house, the kids who rode 
their bikes on my lawn—this from a guy who, as a 
child, left my own fair share of bike ruts in my 
wake—and, most of all speeders. 

I can’t even count the times I’ve been out losing 
the weed battle on the front lawn and found myself 
shaking some garden tool impotently at the sky as 
some fool bolted down my street at an obscene 
speed. It’s not like I live on a convenient cut 
through, either, as the residents of Elizabeth Street 
do. Nope, I live smack dab in the middle of a subdi¬ 
vision on a street narrow enough to have been 
inspired by a cow path. Like many streets in 
Wayne, it’s heavily populated with children, too, 


and the people who drive so 
fast down it can’t help but know 
that Some of them live on the 
street—for those that don’t, it’s easy to see the dis¬ 
carded children’s toys and bikes on just about 
every other lawn. 

When I describe the street as narrow, it’s not an 
exaggeration, either. With a car parked on either 
side, there’s barely enough room for one to drive 
down the middle. 

Still, they speed. 

So I share the frustration; I share the concern; I 
worry about my son as he rides his bike up and 
down the sidewalk You try to instill in children the 
importance of stopping at the comers, looking both 
ways—twice—before they cross the street but all it 
takes is a moment of distraction and some 
wannabee NASCAR driver yahoo to turn an idyllic 
summer day into a tragedy.

Does voting make you eligible for jury duty? 

I thought about this recently after someone near 
and dear to me said ‘I’m not voting this time 
because I don’t want to be called in for jury duty.’ 

I almost couldn’t believe it I mean, in one sense 
I could—coming from this person—but in another I 
thought, why give up a right that so many other 
people aren’t fortunate enough to have: the ability 
to vote. 

In the State of Michigan, jurors are selected 
through a once a year process of the secretary of 
state. A list of citizens who may be eligible to serve 
on a jury is compiled annually from a list that iden¬ 
tifies citizens who possess a driver’s license or 
State of Michigan identification card. Identified cit¬ 
izens are then mailed a juror qualification ques¬ 
tionnaire. After the questionnaire is returned and 
evaluated, a “qualified” citizen may be called to 
serve on jury duty, according to Michigan courts 
website. 

This also includes any resident over the age of 
18 and is registered to vote. 

Yes, as a reporter and registered voter, I do take 
advantage of my chance to voice my opinion and 
entitlement to vote. However, I must admit that I 
too shudder when I happen to get that red and 
white juror summons card in the mail. I do not like 


being called in for jury duty, jg . . 
either. 

Living in Wayne County and 
being summoned for jury duty 
means hauling yourself downtown during early 
morning traffic-which I still don’t really know how 
to navigate -while desperately dodging the ‘crazed’ 
drivers, frantically finding a parking spot then 
waiting hour after hour in the jury assembly room 
only to watch a ‘jury duty orientation movie’ and 
wait to go through a final inspection before actual¬ 
ly being selected for a jury to start the process. 
There’s even the possibility of getting dismissed 
that day only to have to come back the next day 
when it will all be repeated. 

Still, if avoiding jury duty means passing up my 
opportunity to vote, I’m not going to do that I’m 
going to vote because that’s one right I’m not will¬ 
ing to compromise 

Tb the person who didn’t vote in August because 
of jury duty, I hope this answers your question. I 
also hope you’ll vote in November, even if it does 
mean you could be summoned downtown shortly 
after 

If that’s not comforting enough, just think of it as 
the justice system really valuing your “qualified” 
opinion.

‘Souped’ up 

Charity hot rod makes 
Dream Cruise debut

During the Woodward Dream 
Cruise last weekend, Northville 
resident Russ Craighead and his 
team of volunteers unveiled the 
1947 Dodge truck they’ve spent 
months reworking. 

It goes beyond being simply a 
classic car, though; it’s well on its 
way to becoming a top-of-the-line 
customized hot rod. 

Known as the Stone Soup 
Nailhead, the project began with 
the JJ & Lynne morning show on 
WCSX radio. Named after a 
French fairy tale of the same 
name, it is based on the ideal of 
pooling resources for the greater 
good. Craighead said that the radio 
station decided that given the 
sheer magnitude of automotive 
knowledge available in the Motor 
City, a classic vehicle restoration 
project of this magnitude was per¬ 
fect for the community. This repre¬ 
sents the fourth Stone Soup pro¬ 
ject 

Like many of his peers, 52-year- 
old Craighead said that he became 
involved in the project this year 
more or less by chance. 

‘Tm a WCSX listener and I fol¬ 
lowed the previous three Stone 
Soup projects,” he said. “When I 


heard they were looking for a pro¬ 
ject manager, I was interested. It 
kind of ties in with what I do for a 
living.” 

Craighead, who has been active 
in the automotive industry for 
years, is a former project manager 
for Corvette development with 
General Motors. He said that he 
already felt comfortable with all 
aspects of the position, including 
working within the set parameters 
of the lines and styles of the exist¬ 
ing truck to create a vehicle with 
more modern amenities. Beyond 
that, however, he said that the pro¬ 
ject appealed to him because ‘It’s a 
very worthwhile cause.” 

For nearly eight months, he 
worked with businesses and volun¬ 
teers from all across the area to 
turn the dilapidated vehicle into a 
top-notch hotrod in addition to his 
regular job with Exatec, an auto¬ 
motive-based advanced develop¬ 
ment business. 

Built primarily by a core group 
of40-50 volunteers, Craighead said 
that the truck has been built by 
“some of the best car people 
around.”

A sign that greets visitors to the new 
Northville Schakolad Chocolate Factory 
gets right to the point 
‘INDULGE” 

Northville residents Tim and Lynne 
Porter opened the store last month to a pub¬ 
lic ready to oblige. 

That sign, after all, is affixed to a case 
full of sorbet and hand-made Italian gelato, 
trucked in from Saugatuck 

“We’re proud to say that we get it from an 
in-state company,” Lynne Porter said. 

For the Porters’ shop, that’s just the 
appetizer Behind the iced treats lay a vari¬ 
ety of white, milk and dark chocolates. 

“We had been looking at several busi¬ 
ness opportunities over the last few years 
and this one seemed to fit our personalities 
the best,” said Porter 

She and her husband thought Schakolad 
would be a unique business for the area, 
too, and with the help of the parent compa¬ 
ny they opened their franchise in July. They 
are the 31st location in the U.S. and just the 
second in Michigan 


The Northville store is adjacent to 
Trader Joe’s on Haggerty Road and has 
already attracted some corporate accounts 
in addition to the curious and hungry shop¬ 
pers from next door. 

Porter said they’ve had fun becoming the 
newest chocolatiers and business owners in 
the area 

“The franchise provides a lot of training, 
so we’re learning things every day,” she 
said. “We’re budding experts.” 

Each piece of chocolate is prepared in 
the store. The tempering machines used to 
work with the chocolate are on non-stop 
throughout the week to keep supplies up. 

“Many of our products only last three to 
four weeks,” she said That’s because there 
are no preservatives, less sugar and more 
cocoa than what’s typically found in mass- 
produced chocolate. 

At Schakolad, patrons can see the staff 
hand make the European-style chocolates. 
Shoppers can also assemble their own box 
of chocolates, selecting from 70 different 
kinds of truffles, exotic fruits and nut clus¬ 
ters, hand-dipped chocolate strawberries, 
pretzels, cherries and pineapple. 

There are several custom molded 


designs available, too—from hollow foot¬ 
balls to telephones to complete chess sets, 
made of white and dark chocolate 

The molds are so life-like, one might be 
hesitant to eat them—momentarily, anyway. 

“It’s fun to see people walk in the door 
and see their jaws drop,” said Porter
